Perhaps at no time since the early 
church celebrated its first Christmas amid 
fires of persecution has the Christian faith 
of “peace on earth, good will to men” been 
more vigorously attacked than at this 
present day. Aggressive nations of the 
world have already declared plans for the 
abandonment and suppression of religious 
teachings and practices, also all missionary 
endeavor. We wonder how many would 
enjoy being transferred to a land where 
the teachings and principles of Christ 
were no longer taught or practiced. Men, 
for two thousand years, have tried by 
laws, systems and governments to produce 
a world where peace would reign but we 
cannot make a law that will compel a man 
to love his neighbor as himself, to be for- 
giving, tender-hearted or kind. 


Peace is found in the inner springs of a 
man’s life, the source of which is produced 
_in Christ the Lord, He of the angel’s mes- 
sage, for “unto you is born this day in the 
city of David, a Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord.”

DID HE REALLY HAVE A 
GENUINE BAPTISM IN

A genuine Holy Ghost Baptism is a 
cure for lukewarmness and backsliding. It 
puts fire in the engine and steam in the 
boiler, setting one busy for God. If such 
a one is properly taught and directed his 
Christian efforts will be fruitful and effec- 
tive. Each victory won, each new exploit 
for Jesus adds to the interest and joy of 
the Christian way, giving such sweet sat- 
isfaction, to go back would be unthinkable. 


A genuine Baptism in the Holy Ghost 
truly satisfies the thirsty soul. When He 
comes in, a gusher of joy wells up in the 
soul which abundantly satisfies. No one 
can be truly satisfied until he is baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Then, souls are 
really satisfied, and if they continue to 
drink they will find that He will remain in 
them a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life. 

And finally a genuine old time Pente- 
costal experience kills sectarianism. In 
the experience one becomes wholly the 
Lord’s, and knows no difference between 
the saints in one denomination and the 
saints in another; no difference between 
the rich and the poor, the learned and the 
illiterate, or those in high places or those 
in low. All are one in Christ Jesus. 

To receive the mighty Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is to enter into the most won- 
derful experience any man can know this 
side of the Gloryland. Be sure that you 
get the real fullness when the Spirit mani- 
fests Himself, with signs not only at the 
time of His coming in, but following. 
And a word to workers—we cannot think 
of anything more terrible at the moment 
than the judgment that awaits the worker 
who is guilty of humbugging people, and 
for the sake of counting numbers or creat- 
ing a good impression allows a seeker to 
go on his way with the idea that he had 
received the experience of the baptism 
when he had only an anointing.

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The REMEDY 


I believe the remedy for the evils of our 
time is prayer. Prayer is one of the strong- 
est weapons we can use to fight against the 
onslaughts of the enemy. Someone has 
said, “Satan flees when he sees the weak- 
est saint down on his knees.” 

We have many Bible schools which 
teach our young men and women theology 
and the fundamentals of the faith, and, I 
am very happy that we do have these 
schools to send our young people to. But 
there is one school that is many times neg- 
lected in every believer’s life, and that is 
the school of prayer. It is one school that 
every one should attend every day, faith- 
fully, and persistently. 

In simple words, prayer is communion 
with God. It is the sincere desire of the 
heart. When we read God’s Word, He 
talks to us, but when we pray, we talk to 
God. Isn’t it wonderful to know that 
God is listening in when we open our 
hearts to Him, and plead His unshakable 
promises for some definite need in our 
lives, or for the lives of others. 

When we pray, let us not be selfish in 
making our petitions, but let us look out 
on a sin-bound world, and, like Jesus 
when He saw the multitudes without a 
shepherd, He had compassion on them. 
It is when we see the need that our hearts 
are deeply moved, and we begin praying 
earnestly that God might send or thrust 
forth laborers into the harvest field. 

If you haven’t this compassion for 
souls, or if you once had it and have lost 
it, you need to pray that God will restore 
it again. Many believers have become like 
the Laodicean church, they have become 
self-satisfied, self-centered, and have lost 
their first love. Not even a red-hot ser- 
mon stirs their lukewarm spirits any more. 
It has been many months since they have 
shed a tear for a lost soul. Christ said, 
“Because ye are neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth.” 

Is that your condition dear Christian 
friend? Then repent, get down before 
God in deep humility and search your 
heart, and ask Jesus to give you a fresh 
revelation of Calvary, and the supreme 
sacrifice He made for your redemption. 
As you sink low at His feet, He will begin

to fill your heart again with warmth and 
love you once possessed. 

But there is another reason why so many 
Christians have lost the desire to pray, 
and that is they rush into the presence of 
God, without first taking time to wait 
upon the Lord. Isaiah says, “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength.” It takes time to do that. You 
cannot have a complete revelation of God 
in your secret closet, unless you wait long 
enough to receive it, and are quiet enough 
to let it fill you. 

Sometimes we are like a parrot, we 
want to do all the talking; God wants us 
to pause a few moments in silence, so that 
we might hear His still small voice. Per- 
haps your soul is like a stormy lake, all 
rough and wavy with innumerable 
thoughts and cares. Then you rush into 
the prayer closet and drop on your knees 
for about five minutes and pray, but you 
did it in such a hasty spirit that when you 
left, you were just as bad off as when you 
went in. 

Brethren, let us not rush into the pres- 
ence of God. But let us take time to 
wait upon the Lord. 
believer in Christ would get alone with 
God. each day, spending at least a half 
hour in prayer and- quiet meditation, we 
would see a marked change in our 
churches. There wouldn’t be that restless 
and dissatisfying spirit as we have in so 
many churches today. 

I believe also, we need a deeper sense 
of the presence of God in our movement 
today. To get it, we need to get alone 
with God, shut in as it were in the Holy 
of Holies, where the cares and troubles 
of life are left outside, and we and Jesus 
are left alone, to commune with each 
other. 

Do you feel empty and dry in your 
soul? Then enter the closet communion 
with God, and you will come forth filled 
to overflowing with His power and love. 
Many times Jesus spent the night in 
prayer. Just before He chose his twelve 
disciples, He spent the night in prayer. 
Now if He, the Son of God, needed to 
get alone and commune for hours with 
His Heavenly Father, we also need to do

the same today. 

Writes the late Dr. Pierson: “There 
are two great intercessors, one in Heaven, 
and the other on earth, the Advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ, and the Advo- 
cate in the heart, the Holy Ghost. How 
wonderful to know that if any man does 
sin, we have an advocate at the right 
hand of the Father, even Jesus Christ the 
righteous, and “if we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” 

And again, we have the blessed Holy 
Spirit here on earth, and He dwells in 
our hearts. Listen to what Rom. 8:26 
says, “Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered.” 
Sometimes the burden may be very heavy 
in your heart, and you cannot do anything 
but groan and weep. Don’t be discouraged, 
for He Himself is praying through you, 
with words which cannot be uttered. “And 
he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what 
is the mind of the Spirit, because He 
maketh intercession for the saints accord- 
ing to the will of God.” 

Finally, let us remember this fact, that 
is that God has given us His Son’s Name 
to use in prayer. For Jesus Himself said, 
“And whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any- 
thing in My name I will do it.” When 
we accepted Christ, we identified ourselves 
with Him. We believed that He died for 
our sins, and rose again for our Justifica- 
tion. He has taken up His abode in our 
lives, and we have been made partakers of 
His joy, His love, His peace, His hope, 
and His power.

V. The Temple in Heaven Opened 

“And the temple of God was opened 
in heaven.” Some careless readers have 
imagined that there is a contradiction here, 
since we read in 21:22, “And I saw no 
temple therein: for the Lord God Al- 
mighty and the Lamb are the temple of 
it,” and they have spoken of what they 
call “John’s glaring inconsistency.” They 
utterly overlook the fact that the reference 
in 21:22 is not to heaven, but to the New 
Jerusalem which many confuse with heav- 
en. A glance at 21:2 would have set these 
critics right. 
seen by John “coming down from God 
out of heaven.” There will be no temple 
in the New Jerusalem, but there is a tem- 
ple in Heaven. 

VI. The Vision of the Ark of 
His Testament 

“And there was seen in His temple the 
ark of His testament.” Some have im- 
agined that the ark that once occupied 
the Holy of holies in the tabernacle, and, 
later, in the temple in Jerusalem, and that 
played such an important part in the his- 
tory of the chosen people, was transported 
in some miraculous manner to heaven, and 
that the ark John saw was the identical 
ark made by Israel to contain the tables 
of the covenant on which the command- 
ments were written by the finger of God. 
They overlook the fact that the articles 
of furniture in the tabernacle were “cop- 
ies” of the original articles that were in 
heaven at the time, and are doubtless there 
now. Read Heb. 9:23. 

VII. The Conclusion of the Seventh

“There were lightnings, and voices, and 
thunderings, and an earthquake, and great 
hail.” Thus we are led up to the time of 
the end, the next thing on the program 
being the glorious appearing of the Lord, 
accompanied by His saints.

High Cost of War 

The grim futility and awful wasteful- 
ness of war was pictured graphically in a 
recent radio address 
by former president 
Herbert Hoover. 

He reminded his 
hearers that “free- 
dom from want,” is 
never won by follow- 
ing Mars, and he 
was but pointing to 
the unhappy record 
when he recalled: 

“The World War 
cost us $40,000,000,000 in taxes and debts 
in three years. Since then we have paid 
another $40,000,000,000 in interest and 
support of the disabled, its widows, or- 
phans, and veterans. 

“And of course, the end is not yet. 
Interest and veterans’ aid will run into 
more billions before the account is wiped 


out.” 

“That is just the financial side.” Hoover 
also asked: 

“Should we not weigh in this scale the 
dead and maimed? 

“Should we not weigh the one-third of 
underfed, undernourished, underhoused, 
undereducated Americans for another gen- 
eration that will be inevitable?” 

Train Loads of Money 
$50,000,000,000 (fifty billion dollars) 
to be spent annually for defense purposes. 
If this were to be converted into the de- 
nomination of silver dollars, figuring on 
the basis of 16 dollars per pound, 2000 
pounds per ton, 50 tons per freight car, 
100 cars to a train, it would take an aver- 
age of a train load of silver every working 
day of the year to supply the “defense 
hopper.” 
Uranium Bombs 

John T. O’Neill, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Science Writers, re- 
cently stated at a convention in Falls 
River, Connecticut, that a ten-pound uran- 
ium bomb would blast a hole twenty-five 
miles in diameter and wreck every struc- 
ture within 100 miles. 
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Science declares uranium as an explosive 
is potentially a million times more de- 
structive than dynamite. It is no secret 
that chemists in Britain and Germany, as 
well as the United States, have been 
searching for a method which will permit 
practical use of this terrific energy. 
Brewers Delight 

“One of the finest things that could 
have happened to the brewing industry 
was the insistence of high-ranking officers 
to make beer available at army camps. 
The opportunity presented to the brewing 
industry by this measure is so obvious that 
it is superfluous to go into it in detail. 
Here is a chance for brewers to cultivate 
a taste for beer in millions of young men 
who will eventually constitute the largest 
beer-consuming section of our popula- 
tion.” —Brewers Digest, May. 
Staggering Increase 

Cases of chronic alcoholism in the 
United States now total 1,000,000 and are 
increasing at the rate of almost 60,000 
cases a year, Dr. Thomas J. Meyers of 
Pasadena, California, told the convention 
of the American Osteopathic Association 
at Atlantic City. 

Alcohol, he added, has become the great- 
est public health problem next to syphilis, 
and the greatest economic problem next to 
unemployment.

Americans give not more than $500,- 
000,000 annually for ALL religious pur- 
poses, states The Presbyterian. Yet they 
spend $10,000,000,000 annually for smok- 
ing, beverage drinking, and theater amuse- 
ments—twenty times as much. .

Home-Grown Criminals 

Where do criminals come from? They 
are a result of bad or inferior homes, or 
a lack of any homes. J. Edgar Hoover, 
F.B.I. chief, said: “Criminals are home- 
grown. So are law abiding, honorable 
citizens. Character, good or bad, gets its 
original “set” in the home. Criminal ten- 
dencies are mostly picked up outside the 
home (perhaps on the street) because of a 
lack of proper teaching in the home. There 


is no real substitute for a good home.” 

Parents are responsible under God to 
provide their children with a Godly home 
environment. To have this, a family altar 
is essential. 

Army of Criminals 

“Every year we are calling to camp a 
million young men drafted for military 
training. Contrast that class of a million 
untrained rookies as against another old 
and seasoned force, one already armed, 
already trained to shoot—our standing 
army of five million criminals. 

“The cost to you and to me as taxpay- 
ers to maintain this criminal army is fif- 
teen billion dollars a year. That is 400 
per cent more than we spend for educa- 
tion. It exceeds all our taxes. It figures 
down to $120 a year for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 
Cigarette Boom 

One symptom of increasing psychologi- 
cal tension in the United States during 
the World War was the marked jump in 
cigarette smoking. Soldiers puffed 70 per 
cent more than they had in civilian days, 
while the people back home—including 
women, who by that time were beginning 
to go in heavily for smoking—consumed 
20 per cent more cigarettes. As a result, 
Americans who were burning 25,000,000,- 
000 cigarettes in 1916 had boosted the 
total to 53,000,000,000 by 1919. Since 
then the habit has steadily grown; 183,- 
000,000,000 cigarettes were burned by 
Americans last year. Now even this total 
is soaring under the impact of the current 
national defense effort—a 12 per cent in- 
crease for the first four months of 1941 
is revealed in the latest issue of the Mili- 
tary Surgeon by Maj. C. Ward Cramp- 
ton, Army Medical Reserve Officer.

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“Workers together with Him” 


Dear Members of the Church of the Liv- 
ing God: 

I should like to say something about 
“Superior” Churches. 

There is much said in these days about 
the inferiority complex; but worse than 
this is the superiority complex. An individ- 
ual suffering from this latter malady of 
the heart and mind is a nuisance wherever 
he goes and a bore to all with whom he 
comes in contact. The victim of the super- 
iority complex is so sure of himself that he 
finds it easy to trust in himself and to de- 
spise others. Nations are like that. Each 
nation believes itself to be the most civil- 
ized, the most progressive, and the most 
cultured of all the nations of the earth; in 
fact,—other nations are often regarded 
as merely poor barbarians. Wars have been 
caused by this feeling of superiority among 
nations. Not only do nations and indi- 
viduals become infected with this virus but 
sometimes even churches become filled with 
a spirit of superiority. When such is the 
case it is a cause for grave concern and 
much prayer. 

In the case of churches this superior- 
ity is not found in the spoken word. so 
much as it is in the general spirit of the 
place. It is something almost undefinable 
but nevertheless real. Somehow you sense 
it in your spirit; you feel it. You know it 
is there even though you may not be able 
to fully explain it to others. You sense 
the self-sufficiency and self-complacency. 
There is a spirit that repels rather than 
attracts. The walls seem to speak and to 
say, “We have need of nothing; we are 
quite self-contained, thank you, and have 
no need of fellowship with others.” My 
friends, beware lest such an attitude be- 
come a self-consuming process. 

What are some of the reasons for this 
ungodly feeling of superiority upon the 
part of some churches? Well, the answer 
is not hard to find. There are some church- 
es that feel superior because of some dis- 
tinctive doctrine which they specialize on; 
a doctrinal hobby which they ride into 
the ground; a so-called “deeper” doctrine. 
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Naturally, if a church feels that it is 
“deeper” than others it is the easiest thing 
in the world to feel superior. 

Some churches had a great revival thir- 
ty years or twenty years ago; they were 
signally blessed of God. Instead of the 
blessing of God humbling them they be- 
came puffed up with a feeling of superior- 
ity; God had not so blessed other churches. 

Or it may be that the church at one time 
had an eminent preacher as its pastor. By 
its very spirit it says, “We had Brother 
Blank as our pastor; no one else can ever 


fill his place.” 


It may be that the church has a great 
history behind it. The members of this 
church may say, “God did great things for 
us. Things happened in our church that 
have happened nowhere else; we are es- 
pecially favored of God.” While this 
superior church is stating this confession 
of faith in themselves the enemy suggests 
very subtly that the reason for this special 
visitation must be that they are “better” 
than their fellows or God would not so 
bless them. All of which is a mistaken as- 
sumption. The only basis or ground for 
blessing in any degree is the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ; certainly not the merit 
or worthiness of the object of the blessing. 

It is but a short step from this egotist- 
ical feeling of superiority on the part of 
either individuals or churches to the more 
blatant testimony of the Laodicean church, 
—“We are rich, and increased with goods, 
and have need of nothing.” But from the 
Lord’s perspective such individuals or 
churches are “wretched, and miserable, 
and poor, and blind, and naked.” They 
have need of the Lord’s eyesalve in order to 


see themselves as they ate today, not as: 


they imagine themselves to be on the basis 
of what they were or had twenty years ago. 

Some church members live in the past 
to such an extent that it is impossible for 
them to see the shocking, stark realities 
of the present. Some churches are merely 
the jaded empty shells of a past-tense 
shekinah presence. The glory is gone; spir- 
itual power is lacking; spiritual zest has 


given place to spiritual slumber and inertia. 
The members attend the services more or 
less from force of habit and a sense of 
duty. They console themselves in medita- 
tion on a day that is past,—and continue 
to feel superior. 


To all such individuals and churches,— 
to all such attitudes of heart and mind the 
words of the apostle Paul seem most 
apropos: “What hast thou that thou didst 
not receive?” “He that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord,” for “not he that com- 
mendeth himself is approved, but whom 
the Lord commendeth.” Our glory is not 
in a doctrine, in a marvelous visitation, in 
an illustrious history nor yet in men, but 
in Christ. Without Him we have nothing; 
without Him we are nothing. 


The church that God blesses and honors 
is a humble church; a church that feels its 
utter dependence upon the Lord; a church 
that prays, “Give us this day our daily 
bread.” When God’s church is where it 
ought to be it senses its shortcomings as 
always greater than its accomplishments, 
its history or its eminence. 

“Just as a stream finds a bed that is lowly, 

So Jesus walks with the pure and the holy, 

Cast out thy pride and in heart-felt con- 
trition 


Humble thyself to walk with God.” 


May God keep us humble. It is ever 
the place of blessing. Spiritual pride is 
the most insidious and most destructive de- 
vice the devil can use to cheat either indi- 
viduals or churches out of the best that 
God has for them. “Humble yourselves 
therefore under the mighty hand of God, 
that He may exalt you in due time.” When 
He blesses, and when He approves believ- 
ers and unbelievers alike are made to real- 
ize that the Lord is in His holy temple; all 
the earth is silent before Him and every 
mouth is stopped, including every boastful 
mouth; the individual and the church be- 
come lost in wonder, love, and praise. All 
glorying then is gone save as we glory in 
the cross of Christ and in the riches of 
His grace.

PRINCIPAL

is planned that beginning next fall G.T. 
B.I. will shave a three-year course in con- 
formity with other leading schools in out 
General Council movement. 


SENIORS 

Senior students and faculty advisers of 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute have been 
busy during the past month setting in mo- 
tion the various activities to be carried on 
throughout the school year. A Home Mis- 
sionaty group was organized and Charles 
Smith was elected president; a Foreign 
Missionary group was also organized; a 
capable annual staff was selected; and 
early morning prayer service at 6:30 each 
morning of the school week was inaugur- 
ated by the student-body. These are only 
a few of the many activities that keep the 
Bible Institute student busy throughout 
the day from early morning until late eve- 
ning each week day from Tuesday until 
Saturday inclusive. 

Students start the day with a brief 
season of prayer at 6:30, followed by 
breakfast at 7:00. After breakfast, the In- 
stitute “details” are taken care of, each 
student having an assigned, daily detail 
duty to perform. Chapel convenes at 7:50, 
beginning with prayer and followed by a 
song service and a brief gospel message by 
one of the students. When chapel period 
ends at 8:30, classes begin for the day. 
Classes are all of forty minute duration 
with a ten minute recess at 10:30. School 
is out at 12:00, and lunch is served until 
12:30, after which most of the students 
go to their jobs for the afternoon; others 
not working remain in the Institute build- 
ing for prayer and study. At 5:00 the sup- 
per bell rings and students flock from their 
room to the dining hall to enjoy an appe- 
tizing evening meal. After dishes are 
washed, and tables are set and all is neat 
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and ship-shape in the dining room, stu- 


dents either go to their respective rooms 
for the evening to prepare for examina- 
tions, or to attend evening service at the 
Temple next door. Ample opportunity is 
provided each student preparing for Chris- 
tian service to obtain practical experience 
either in personal soul-winning or in ad- 
justing themselves to public duties behind 
the pulpit. On Monday evenings students 
are completely in charge of the Temple 
service, with a student leading song serv- 
ice, a student leading testimony service, 
and a student speaker ministering the 
Word. In the Wednesday, Thursday, Fri- 
day, and Saturday services the students are 
in charge of the preliminaries. 

Sunday is a day of bee-hive activity in 
the Institute as well as in the Temple. 
Breakfast is served at 8:30 after which 
students attend Sunday School classes and 
three Sunday Temple Services, retiring 
after the evening service from a week well 
spent in vigorous, and all-availing work 
for the Lord. 

Saturday afternoon and all day Mon- 
day is the students’ free time. Those 
wishing to go away are granted permission 
to do so. Others spend the time doing 
their week’s laundry, ironing clothes, or 
resting and visiting. 

We have presented a glimpse of the life 
of students studying for the ministry in 
the hope that it will better acquaint you 
with a clearer conception of what Bible 
School life is like. You in turn may be 
able to present it to some young person 
in the valley of decision as to what he shall 
make his life’s work.

WHAT HATH GOD WROUGHT? 

I was born the day before St. Patrick’s 
Day in the city of San Francisco in 1910. 
Though my parents 
were of Swedish de- 
scent, the doctor said, 
“One day later and he 
would have been an 
Irishman!” My father, 
an engineer, had my 
future life planned for 
the same profession. 
He invested much 
money in books and 
data on engineering, 
studying intently that 
his career might be great. But fate stepped 
in, for one Christmas eve, with toys in his 
shop ready to bring home to the family 
Christmas tree, he was killed instantly by 
a huge dynamo wheel: Without warning 
father was hurled into eternity. This was 
terrible news and a great shock to mother. 
Now she was left alone with her children, 
so it meant hard days of scrubbing floors, 
washing, cleaning, anything to make a liv- 
ing. Her steady faith in God was her 
only help in these hours of trial. 

My Uncle Sam, mother’s brother, came 
to live with us and help lighten the burden. 
These were happy days in my young life 
when my Uncle would take me to the Sal- 
vation Army and with feet barely hanging 
over the edge of the pew, I would enjoy 
the services to the utmost. Sometimes I 
was privileged to beat the big drum—this 
was a thrill! It made noise for me, also. 
Of course, I brought church meetings 
home with me by calling the neighbor chil- 
dren together, and so I would have them 
sit down to sing. I preached! “Say, Jim- 
mie, don’t call me Eddie! I’m the Cap- 
tain.” (Often statements like this were 
made.) It was during these days that I 
became interested in playing a trombone. 

When just a little fellow Uncle Sam 
gave me a small drum. After beating it 
some while I commenced to investigate the 
reason for all the noise which it made 
when hit with the drum stick. I got hold

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of a knife and cut it wide open but did 
not see anything that might explain. When 
Uncle Sam arrived home that evening and 
saw what his bright nephew had done he 
took me to the wood shed. This was a 
very patriotic moment for after the stripes 
I saw stars. 

As my childish years went drifting by, 
mother continued to pray that God would 
have His way in my life. I became more 
and more interested in the jazz world, 
playing in a small orchestra, and a well 
known band. Just previous to this, my 
mother married a fine man of the Lutheran 
faith. Then they became interested in 
Pentecost, attending the Glad Tidings 
Temple in San Francisco. They prayed 
for my salvation. That I should even- 
tually play in the church orchestra, instead 
of the jazz was virtually a daydream of 
mother’s. When she attended church she 
longed to see her boy with the others in 
the orchestras GOD GAVE HER THE 
DESIRE OF HER HEART later as she 
continued faithfully in prayer. 

Because one of my sisters purchased a 
Bible for the price of ten dollars, I told 
her that was one thing I’d never do. I 
said, “Just think, ten whole dollars for a 


book! You’re wasting money! How 
foolish!” I felt it was rnoney thrown 
away. (Little did I realize that a few 


months later I would purchase two Bibles 
priced at twelve and fifteen dollars each, 
and they would mean more to me than 
any other book that could be purchased.) 

Definite prayer for my soul’s salvation 
was asked by my folks. How they prayed 
for God to move in my life. As the months 
went by, conviction grew. I was miserable! 
But they kept on praying. I was invited 
to the Glad Tidings Temple and the 
LORD FOLLOWED ME. Dr. Charles 
S. Price was conducting a great campaign 
at that time. I became interested but 
would not yield. After attending several 
services, one night in my room alone, I 
gave my heart to the Lord. When I real- 
ized that the heavy load of sin was gone 
from my heart, and the peace that Jesus 


gives had come, I began to praise the 
Lord with all my heart. My grandfather 
was a devout Christian. Upon hearing 
the noise in my room at that late hour, 
he became alarmed, got out of bed, and 
came to investigate. Imagine his surprise, 
to find me praying! When he saw what 
was taking place, he softly closed the door 
and went back to his room. This was my 
first definite experience of touching God. 
Now I could no longer criticize others for 
attending church so often as I was there 
almost every night as well. 

This changed the entire plan of my life. 
My musical ability, what talents I had, 
and my whole life was unreservedly given 
to God. After a period of about eight 
months I felt definitely led of the Lord to 
attend the Glad Tidings Bible Institute, 
and train for His service. 

When some of my acquaintances asked 
if I intended to be a preacher, I stated that 
I didn’t know. (They knew I was even 
too bashful to testify at ease; to say noth- 
ing of preaching sermons before congrega- 
tions.) All that I desired now was to fol- 
low the leading of the Lord and be of 
whatever use He would have me to be. 

One evening until late I paced up and 
down Fillmore Street trying to make an 
important decision—should I go to Bible 
School now or wait? Finally, I said, “Yes, 
Lord, I'll go now and will go where you 
want me to go, and do what you want me 
to do.” So I relinquished my position, 
and enrolled in Glad Tidings. 

The enemy came with his cunning whis- 
pers—“Stay with the firm you are in now.” 
(It was a Scandinavian importing and ex- 
porting business.) “Someday you will have 
controlling interest. You are also doing 
well with your savings account, why spend 
it on a Bible education?” But the voice 
of the Lord was stronger. Thus, I entered 
Bible School. 

(Note: Nearly ten years later, my form- 
er employer, in his same large place of bus- 
iness, told me how foolish he felt I had 
been in ceasing my business career, for the

stitute in San Francisco. 


Brother and Sister Herman Winkelman 
of Pago Pago, Samoa, are praising the 
Lord for the privilege of giving forth the 
glorious message of salvation to a people 
bound by sin and superstition who still 
practice witchcraft. They write of a con- 
secrated native worker named Tavake who 
was a lawyer and an infidel and in the 
hospital for a year and a half before 
being healed and saved and now people 
come from far and near to hear him and 


have him pray for them. The place of 


worship is not large enough where he holds 
meetings as it is packed out and large 
crowds have to wait outside. 

Brother Winkelman says God is bless- 
their efforts and new ones are coming in 
but they long to see an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit upon the people. However, 
their hearts are full of praise for the won- 
derful way He has been working in their 
midst. 


Sister Inez Kreiss of Orai, India, sends 
thanks to all who have remembered her in 
prayer and with letters and gifts. At the 
time this letter was written, July 21, she 
states that cholera was rampant in that 
district with ten and more dying daily in 
the small villages and that to add to the 
distress there had been only two good rains 
during the hot season which hindered 
planting of crops. She adds: “The other 
day hundreds of the Orai people gathered, 
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beat drums, cried unto their gods, dressed 
a goat in royal purple then carried it in a 
box outside of the city, thus hoping this 
living sactifice would take the awful chol- 
era away and the rain would come. We 
praise the Lord for His protecting power 
in out midst though we too have had some 
sorrow, a girl and a child having passed 
away and others are sick, needing the 
healing touch of the Lord. The native 
preachers also ask an interest in prayer 
for wisdom, strength, and power in giving 


the Word to the people.” 


Word has been received from Brother 
“Happy” John Nicolich from Mexico 
where he attended a convention at Mon- 
terey. The blessing of the Lord was en- 
joyed there and he states: “The Minis- 
ters all want me to visit their churches, 
but for only one or two services because 
of the law, and no street meetings can 
be held or hospitals visited with the gos- 
pel.” At one service the Lord gave him 
15 souls and over 100 sick people came to 
be prayed for. He asks that all remember 
him in prayer.

ministry. He also said that he was ready 
now to turn the business over to someone 
else, and that I would have been that one 
had I continued working a few years ago. 
A short time later he jumped from the 
Golden Gate Bridge to his death. Though 
a very wealthy man, yet he found that 
peace and happiness are not the results of 
worldly goods. He died a pauper in spir- 
itual things, even taking his own life.) 

Two years of Bible School passed, and 
then came graduation night in May, 1931. 
There were exactly seventy graduates. We 
remember that the Lord sent out the seven- 
ty in Bible days. Now I was ready for a 
“big” ministry, and as it is said to “set 
the world on fire.” Many of the graduates 
went north and east, but only two went 
south. I was one of the two who landed in 
New Mexico and Texas during the depres- 
sion years. Money was very scarce and so 
whatever way of transportation could be 
found to meet the lack of funds in the 
pocketbook, I tried. Trucks, passenger 
cars, or even a hay wagon, if necessary, 
came in very conveniently to get me from 
place to place. I so well remember early 
one morning I arrived in a Texas town by 
way of a big truck, and being too early to 
go to see the pastor, I went to a railroad 
station to rest and get warm from the bit- 
ter cold on the outside. The station was 
filled with men also escaping the cold win- 
ter night. I fell asleep and was awakened 
at six in the morning by a shout from the 
station attendant, “You bums, get out of 
here!” I looked at him and could see that 
he meant all of us. So I took my brief case 
and trombone and walked out! 

In the year 1932, I was called to pastor 
the church at The Dalles, Oregon. While 


there we purchased a lovely Christian 
Science church building. This was a real 
blessing to the assembly as they had wor- 
shiped in various halls and buildings be- 
fore this time. Sometimes due to circum- 
stances, the assembly would be in two 
different halls in one year. I greatly en- 
joyed my ministry here in my first pastor- 
ate. Some time later I accepted a pastorate 
in Tenino, Washington. 


Centralia was only 15 miles from Ten- 
ino, which made it very convenient to visit 
the pastor and his assembly there. While 
visiting this church, I met the song leader 
—a charming young lady. I was very fav- 
orably impressed and thought how capably 
she might direct my song services! Some 
time later, I took this same young lady to 
the altar, where she became my very faith- 
ful and efficient helpmeet, ballast, and co- 
worker, as well as song leader. (She has 
proved herself as a complement to my 
needs!) The church found it necessary to 
select another song leader. Their loss was 
my gain! 

I took my bride to Yelm, Washington, 
where we temporarily pastored. From there 
we went to the beautiful city of Astoria, 
Oregon, at the mouth of the Columbia 
River. In this Scandinavian settlement, we 
found a people established in the Lord. 


(Salmon dinners were frequent here.) 


One morning a letter was received from 
the secretary of one of the finest Pente- 
costal churches in Eastern Oregon, invit- 
ing us to come as their pastor. We prayed 
definitely and after some days of waiting 
on the Lord, it seemed to be His will for 
us to go there—La Grande, Oregon. This 
was in the Grande Round Valley, sur- 
rounded by the Blue Mountains and near 
to the section of country called, “The 
Switzerland of America.” Truly we en- 
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joyed ourselves in this distinctively Pente- 
costal Assembly. Then openings took us 
to many places on the Pacific Coast in 
nearly two years of evangelistic work. Af- 
ter this we located in Ceres, California, for 
two years of ministry with the church 
there. While here, little Dolores Ruth was 
born. 

Later, our beloved Brother Thommen, 
then District Superintendent, of Northern 
California, asked if we would consider go- 
ing to the Oakland Temple Church to take 
up the pastorate. We made this a matter 
of prayer and after some days we prayed 
through. It was definitely decided that we 
should go. Finally, moving day came. I 
loaded my car down with our belongings 
in the back seat, and in the front seat was 
Sister Anderson, Dolores Ruth, and my- 
self. So we found ourselves joyfully tak- 
ing up our duties in a new field of labor. 
It was during our first year here that we 
were elected as District Christ’s Ambassa- 
dors’ Secretary-Treasurer. . 

We are now in our third year of fruit- 
ful and happy ministry. God has surely 
been our dwelling place and the Director 
of our steps. We give Him all the praise 
and honor.
